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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: pseudo-random codes are orthogonal otherwise 
the receiver couldn't distingish among all the received signals in a CDMA system that transmits signals over a shared spectrum. 
Furthermore, the applicant argues that Mesecher teaches an adaptive beam steerring system, not a a switched beam antenna system 
(wherein the beams are fixed in their coverage, not adaptively steered).From the examiner's point of view, switch beam or adaptive array 
are just two major categories for smart antennas in which serve the purpose for increasing gain according to the location of the user. One 
may notes that an adaptive antenna system represents the most advanced smart antenna approach to date and it carries all the 
characteristics of switched beam antennas, on top of that it dynamically minimizes interference and maximizes intended signal reception. 
The examiner further believes that Mesecher does teach of a shared communication channel among multiple beams since it is CDMA 
system in which communicaton link shared same frequency band, thus : the prior art clearly teaches all the limitation as claims, all the 
limitations as argued are nevertheless being met and addressed in the previoius final rejection, dated 2/23/06. Therefore.applicant's 
arguments are deemed not persuasive. .
